QUESTION BOX 


Q.—If a man has eight years’ service 
in the Marine Corps and eight years in 
the Navy, can he retire or go to the re- 
serve on sixteen years’ service? 

A.—A man having served between six- 
teen and twenty years in the Navy or 
Marine Corps (or both), may transfer 
to the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, upon 
request, at the end of an enlistment in 
lieu of discharge. He can not retire. A 
man with over twenty years service in 
the Navy or Marine Corps (or both) may 
transfer to the reserve at any time upon 
his own request, but can not retire. A 
man may retire from the Naval service 
only after thirty years active service in 
the Navy or Marine Corps (or both). 
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180 MEN LEAVE HAITI ON THIRD 
ATTEMPT—FIRST BRIGADE RE- 
CEIVES NEW QUOTA 
One hundred and eighty men had 

packed up twice, ready to embark on the 
Woodcock and proceed to Port au Prince 
where they were to embark for the U. 
S. A. on the U. S. S. Henderson, and 
twice the orders came for them to mark 
time. The third time was the lucky one 
and on June 28th they left for the beau- 
tiful old U. S. A. on the Chaumont. The 
question at present is, “Will the Kitterey 
come down in July?” 

Nearly two hundred men joined the 
Second Regiment from the United States 
on the Henderson. They disembarked at 
Port au Prince and finished the trip 
around the island to the Second Regi- 
ment area on the Woodcock, a mine 
sweeper, which relieved the Tadousac of 
her duties in Haitien waters. 

Recently, while returning from the 
Port in Marine Corps Ford No. 24, 
which, by the way, is said to have had 
a most eventful history during its years 
of service, the Regimental Commander, 
Col. W. N. McKelvey, and Mr. Scott, 
American Consul at Cape Haitien, met 
with a dark, damp, disagreeable adven- 
ture. Upon attempting to ford one of 
the numerous rivulets that twist and 
turn throughout that section of the coun- 
try, near St. Marc, unlooked for com- 
pileations suddenly arose. The stream 
was not the meandering brook the chauf- 
feur had expected, but a raging torrent, 
whose surprising proportions had been 
concealed by the dusk. 

In went Twenty-Four! Some time 
later, out came Colonel McKelvey and 
Corporal Brigman, via the branch of a 
nearby tree. Corporal Giron deserted 
the ship—beg pardon, the car—only 
when it turned turtle, and, by scrambl- 
ing, swimming and sliding for his life, 
he managed to reach a place of safety 
beside the others. Mr. Scott was res- 
cued, with the aid of ropes, from his 
precarious perch on the opposite bank, 
which he had gained after a hard strug- 
gle in the treacherous waters. 

The next day Twenty-Four was found 
several hundred yards down the arroyo, 
and to quote from the account in the 
Citadel Observer, “Battered so beyond 
recognition that it would have taken an 
expert to decide whether it was a Ford, 
a Chevrolet, or merely the grotesque ex- 
periment of some amateur tinsmith.

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MARINE CORPS LEAGUE NEWS 





On the 6th of June the Editor sent out 
some fifty letters to various detachment 
commanders making an appeal for regu- 
lar news items to appear in THE 
LEATHERNECK and asking for a brief of 
the history and organization of each de- 
tachment. The suggestion was also 
made, that each officer of the detachment 
submit a summary of his career in the 
Marine Corps, for publication, in order 
that all other detachments might learn 
who we have with us. To date the Edi- 
tor has received two replies. The first 
was from A. M. Saperston of Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Mr. Saperston’s term of office as 
commandant of the Buffalo Detachment 
terminated several months ago; he was 
relieved by George Robertson, whom we 
hope to hear from soon. THE LEAGUE and 
THE LEATHERNECK have been assured all 
the support that can be given from this 
detachment and we expect to hear more 
from them later. 

The second reply came in this morn- 
ing as we go to press. It is from David 
Roskind, Adjutant of the St. Louis De- 
tachment No. 1. Mr. Roskind’s letter is 
so complete and interesting that we are 
quoting directly from it. It is sincerely 
hoped that St. Louis has started the ball 
rolling and that all other detachments 
will step up on the platform and tell us 
all, all about themselves. 


“You will please excuse me for my 
tardiness in replying to your communi- 
cation of June 6. Between making a 
living for myself and family and lining 
up these reticent Gireenes for the new 
Detachment of the League (I am not a 
professional veteran), my hands are 
kept pretty busy. However, I would 
have taken this time to answer your 
communication before, but I had no 
available data worth mentioning until 
now. I might mention that I am now 
writing in the capacity of Adjutant for 
the local unit, this work having been 
wished on me at the meeting held last 
Tuesday night. 

“I shall ask your indulgence, while I 
attempt to outline: very briefly, the his- 
tory of our Detachment. There has been 
in St. Louis an organization of Marines 
known as the Marine Corps Club of St. 
Louis for the last three years. This 
club at one time had approximately three 
hundred members and was functioning 
very well but unforeseen circumstances, 
and the fact that the club was not built 
up on the practicable basis of the Ma- 
rine Corps League soon found us dis- 
banded again. 

“Ten of the active members of the 
club, including myself, finally got to- 
gether and with the local Marine Officer, 
Capt. N. E. Landon, and his First Ser- 
geant, we obtained a charter from Na- 
tional Headquarters. We then called a 
meeting, inviting our friends, for the 
purpose of establishing the League in 
St. Louis. At the first meeting held on 
June 13, at the Elk’s Club, the writer 
presided as chairman and it was decided 
to hold the charter membership open un- 
til the next meeting. In the meantime a 
committee, which had been appointed for 
the purpose of drafting by laws for the 
government of the local unit, was busy 


preparing them for adoption at the next 
meeting. The final charter meeting was 
held Tuesday night, July 1, at a 
local hotel. Fifty men, a majority of 
those who had been invited, adopted the 
proposed Constitution and By-laws with 
some slight alterations. The next order 
of business was the election of officers, 
who will take office for the term of the 
following calendar year, and so on each 
year. 

“IT wish that I had the regulations com- 
piled so that I could send you a copy of 
them now. Considerable effort and 
thought was put into the preparation of 
the By-laws. I believe they could very 
easily be used by other detachments as 
a model. As soon as I can get a copy 
prepared, I will mail it to you. I think 
it would make interesting matter for 
publication in THE LEATHERNECK. 

“Our local government is formed some- 
what after the fashion of the national 
organization, there being a Detachment 
Commandant, a Senior Vice-Comman- 
dant, a Chief of Staff, an Adjutant, a 
Paymaster, a Quartermaster (Custo- 
dian), a Judge-Advocate (legal advisor 
and judicial interpreter), Provost-Mar- 
shal (Sergeant-at-Arms) and two ap- 
pointive officers, that of Surgeon and 
Chaplain. The latter offices may be held 
by associate or honorary members. The 
first-named nine elected officers with 
three other elected members comprise the 
Detachment Staff or, as ordinarily called, 
the executive committee or board of di- 
rectors. 

“The following are the names of the 
officers elected to serve unti! January 1, 
1925: George W. Deibel, Commandant; 
A. D. Schlichting (1st Sgt.), Senior 
Vice-Commandant; George Nielsen (Ret. 
1lst Lieut.), Junior Vice-Commandant; 
Rudi A. Beaury, Chief of Staff; David 
Roskind, Adjutant; Wm. L. Loud, Pay- 
master; A. Moulton, Quartermaster; A. 
Lowell Morris, Judge Advocate; Frank 
M. Matkin, Provost-Marshal; E. M. 
Cary, Jr., Irving M. Keymer, E. McCor- 
mack, Members of the Staff. 

“Entrance dues were set at five dollars 
($5). Annual dues were set at eight dol- 
lars ($8), except for transient members 
(this includes men on active duty in the 
Corps and ex-Marines who reside 25 
or more miles distant from St. Louis; 
this being incorporated because of the 
desire of several men living away from 
St. Louis to become members of this De- 
tachment) in which case the annual dues 
shall be four dollars ($4) per year. The 
entrance fee must be paid by both active 
and transient members at time of ap- 
plication. The annual dues may be paid, 
if desired, in quarterly payments of two 
dollars or one dollar as the case may be. 
One dollar of the dues are for national 
per capita tax; two dollars of the dues 
are set aside for a relief fund to be used 
in the case of needy members. The re- 
maining five dollars remain for organi- 
zation and administrative costs. On all 
applications received or read after the 
first meeting in October, the entrance 
fee shall be seven and one-half dollars. 

“The Detachment Staff will hold a 
meeting soon, to outline plans for an in- 


tensive membership campaign. We have 
very good reasons to believe that we will 
have at least five hundred members be- 
fore the next National Assembly. It is 
our hope to establish a permanent club 
house of our own in St. Louis as soon as 
this campaign is over. For your en- 
lightenment, I might mention that there 
was organized here in 1918 an organi- 
zation composed of women, by the same 
name as that adopted by the national 
body and of course they should feel com- 
plimented for having their name, al- 
though unintentionally, adopted by the 
organization of which we form the local 
unit. Only yesterday the President of 
that society called me up to discuss the 
possible confliction of names. The 
President of their organization in her 
conversation expressed a desire to ar- 
range some amicable cooperative plan be- 
tween the bodies. The lady’s name is 
Mrs. Hand. She is a prominent society 
lady and is the mother of Private Hand 
who was killed in the tropics last year. 

“The suggestion contained in your 
letter of running a weekly article on the 
various officers of the League seems to 
be very logical. I have not had an op- 
portunity to take this matter up with the 
new Commandant, but I shall do so at 
the next Staff meeting. I feel confident 
that he will respond to the suggestion. 

“One of our members is a reporter on 
a local newspaper and I shall endeavor 
to have him appointed as chairman of the 
publicity committee and representative 
of your publication. In the meantime I 
shall attempt to furnish you with full 
particulars of our progress. 

“T have a solid day’s work ahead of 
me now in the preparation of the By- 
laws, which must be presented to the na- 
tional staff for acceptance, not to men- 
tion the laying out of various blank 
forms to be used in conducting business 
from my office, so you will kindly pardon 
me for not being able to furnish addi- 
tional information at the present. You 
may feel at liberty to call on me at any 
time for any assistance which I may be 
in a position to furnish. In justice to 
myself, I wish to mention that I am 
acting in the capacity of Adjutant, 
gratis, and therefore may not be quite as 
prompt in my replies as I would like 
to be.

RESUME OF INFORMATION REL- 
ATIVE TO COMMISSIONS IN 
GENDARMERIE DE HAITI 


The following article has been com- 
piled from information taken from files 
of the Department of Operations and 
Training at Headquarters through the 
courtesy of Maj. T. E. Thrasher. 

Headquarters of the Gendarmerie de 
Haiti is at the capital of the Republic, 
Port au Prince. The country is divided 
into three departments: the Department 
of the North, with headquarters at Cape 
Haitien; the Department of the South, 
with headquarters at Port au Prince, and 
the Central Department, with headquart- 
ers at Hinche. The departments are in 
turn divided into districts with district 
headquarters in the larger towns. Dis- 
tricts are divided into sub-districts with 
sub-district headquarters in the smaller 
communes or towns. A district is nor- 
mally commanded by a captain of the 
gendarmerie and a sub-district by a lieu- 
tenant of the gendarmerie. 

The enlisted strength of the gendar- 
merie is approximately 2,500, all of whom 
are Haitians. All of the usual staff duties 
of a military organization are performed 
by gendarmerie officers, and in addition 
the prisons are commanded by gendar- 
merie officers. The President’s Guard of 
one hundred picked gendarmes is offi- 
cered by gendarme officers. The sub- 
district commander in addition to his 
military duties is the Communal Advisor 
of the Communal Council, which regu- 
lates the affairs of the town. In addition 
to routine work gendarmerie officers have 
occasional active duty in the field against 
bandits. It will thus be seen that the 
duty is varied and attractive. 

The pay of a second lieutenant is $60 
per month in addition to his Marine 
Corps pay; that of First Lieutenant, 
$100 a month; Captains receive $150. 
This is ample for a man to live comfort- 
ably in Haiti. Each officer owns one or 
more horses, and many of them, when 
stationed at places having good roads, 
own automobiles. The gendarmerie fur- 
nishes forage for private mounts used 
on duty and a certain amount of gaso- 
line to officers using their personal ma- 
chines on public duty. Enlisted men 
serving as officers in the Gendarmerie 
de Haiti receive in addition to the pay 
of their grade in the Marine Corps, com- 
mutation of quarters, heat, light, and 
rations amounting to $1.95 per day. 

They are allowed 45 days’ leave out- 
side the Republic of Haiti each year; or 
75 days’ leave if it is taken only once 
in two years. While on leave not in ex- 
cess of the above they continue to draw 
pay. 

Any candidates who are selected in 
the United States for transfer to the 
Gendarmerie de Haiti as lieutenants will 
serve a probationary period of six 
months in the Gendarmerie under in- 
structions. During that time they will 
be entitled to all of the courtesies of a 
lieutenant, but will not draw Gendar- 
merie pay. They will draw foreign serv- 
ice pay, with additions of their grade 
and length of service (if drawing pay

SUPPLIES FOR THE WEST INDIES 
By Capt. G. H. MEREs, SR.,

(Continued from last week) 

The scope of Public Property is sa 
great that a whole issue of THE LEATH- 
ERNECK would not be able to publish a 
complete article on this activity of the 
Depot. Articles of public property car- 
ried in stock as shown in Marine Corps 
orders are furnished this Depot from 
Philadelphia. However, this is a small 
part of it. Anything from a needle to a 
bake oven, I know of nothing any heavier, 
that is required for by a Quartermaster 
in the West Indies and not carried on 
our supply tabies, requires a great 
amount of very necessary paper work. 
Let me recite one example, which holds 
for all. A Qartermaster requires for 
5,000 feet of lumber. The requisition is 
sent through the public property section, 
who notes on the face thereof that we 
do not have the lumber in stock. The 
requisition is then forwarded to the 
Quartermaster, at Headquarters, who 
approves it and requests that an “open- 
purchase requisition” be submitted from 
this depot for same. This in turn is ap- 
proved and returned to this Depot where 
proposals are sent out to various firms 
handling lumber who submit their bids 
which are opened on a certain date and 
the lowest satisfactory bid is accepted. 
The successful bidder is then furnished 
a combination purchase order and public 
voucher, ordering him to furnish us the 
material, bid on, and instructs him how 
it shall be marked and to whom deliv- 
ered. This voucher is returned to the 
depot, where it is checked, and if the 
material furnished is satisfactory and in 
compliance with the terms of the propo- 
sal it is accepted and the party is paid 
by check. The material is delivered and 
taken up on the books of this office and 
then invoiced to the Quartermaster who 
submitted the requisition. But this is 
not the end of it. It must be checked 
on to the piers, checked aboard ship, 
checked from the ship to the dock at its 
destination. 

In order to handle public property 
which involves more work and careful 
checking than the other two depart- 
ments, this Depot has one Captain, one 
Quartermaster Clerk, four Quarter- 
master Sergeants and 30 enlisted men 
in this department. Since November, 
1920, there has been approximately 10,- 
000 tons of public property shipped, with 
a value about $2,000,000. 

Thus far we have gone over briefly, 
Subsistence, Clothing and Public Prop- 
erty. There are a great number of 
other activities, such as transportation, 
handling of baggage, household effects, 
handling and shipping of supplies for 
the Policia Nacional Dominicana and the 
Gendarmerie d’Haiti. 

The most important duty of this De- 
pot is COOPERATION. This Depot cooper- 
ates with the Naval Supply Station and 
the other activities on the Base to the 
nth degree in everything pertaining to 
our activities. There is a spirit of this, 


so strong, between the Naval Supply 
Station and this Depot that we func- 
tion as an integral part of each other.

The President has issued orders 
that the Marines should be withdrawn 
from Santo Domingo at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

Brig. Gen. Dion Williams, now in com- 
mand at Quantico, will remain in com- 
mand of the East Coast Expeditionary 
Forces during the period of field train- 
ing, from late in August to the end of 
September, during which time they will 
conduct exercises and maneuvers on the 
Civil War battlefield of Antietam in 
western Maryland. After completion of 
these exercises General Williams will be 
assigned to duty at the headquarters of 
the Marine Corps as head of the oper- 
ations and training division, relieving 
Col. Julius S. Turrill.

MANEUVERS 


The fall maneuvers of the East Coast 
Expeditionary Force this year will be 
held from August 25 to September 18, 
between Quantico, Va., and Sharpsburg, 
Md.

MANAGUA MARINES ON EXPEDI- 
TION 


Hooray, I’ve just scrubbed the cooties 
off myself and will now proceed to tell 
you all about the expedition. You have 
doubtless heard something of the revo- 
lution in Honduras which has been 
going on in a halfhearted fashion since 
last November. I’m still getting quite 
a kick out of the thought of Central 
American Generals. We were informed, 
while in Honduras and by a general 
himself that there are thirty-six of 
them in that country today. Four other 
marines and myself together with an 
interpreter have been following on the 
trail of that revolution in both Hon- 


duras and Nicaragua for the past 
twenty-five days. (This article was 
written last March, and has _ just 


reached us.) A radio from the State 
Department started it all off; that is, 
our end of the deal; not the revolution. 
Quite a number of the marines here 
eagerly volunteered for the trip as it 
promised to be quite a novelty for the 
detachment. Most of the marines in 
camp would have been glad to have 
gone even though everyone knew it 
meant hard riding, miserable food, not 
a great amount of even bad water, and 
sometimes very little sleep, but then 
look at the fun we would have, to 
which some other member of the party 
would answer, “Oh, yes.” 

Now break out your little map of 
Central America and follow the rosebud 





trail and bear in mind that we covered 


it on burros. The route we took was as 
follows: Leon, Chinandega, Punte 
Real, Somotillo, St. Thomas, San Pedro, 
San Francisco, Cacamuya Gold Mines, 
San Marcos de Colon, Oyote, El Tam- 
arindo, Somoto Grande, Macuelizo, Las 
Limas, Las Manos, Ocotal, back to Caca- 
muya Mines by way of Somoto Grande 
and San Marcos, back over the same 
run in the order above named, finally 
back to Cacamuya and then home again 
through Chinandega and Leon. A total 
distance of five hundred miles was cov- 
ered over the roughest trails imaginable. 

We started on this journey at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and proceeded under 
orders on a handcar to Chinandega, a 
station between Managua and Corinto 
on the Ferrocarril del Pacifico de 
Nicaragua. Chinandega was _ reached 
that night and we were obliged to lay 
over until the following evening getting 
horses and a guide. After much diffi- 
culty we secured both mounts and an 
Indian guide and set out for Somotillo, 
near the Honduran-Nicaraguan border, 
that evening. We spent the night in 
the saddle travelling through the worst 
dust I have ever experienced anywhere. 
In many places it was two feet deep in 
Sunken Trail; a soft, white, pulver- 
ised dust. The air was filled with it, so 
much so, in fact, that we could not see. 
Handkerchiefs were tied over our noses 
to keep from suffocating and even then 
the fine dust sifted through anc caused 
nose-bleeding. By morning we had 





reached Punte Real (Royal Bridge). 
Whoever named this bridge was indeed a 
euphemist for it is but a rickety bamboo 
span over a syrupy little stream bordered 
on each side by mud flats. To add insult 
to injury a toll of fifteen cents per 
person and five cents per animal is 
charged. At any rate we left the dust 
behind and all hands felt like shouting. 
We then passed into a cactus and thorn 
forest, quite a novelty, and all day 
we rode through the heat of a blazing 
sun, stopping only for a few minutes to 
rest the horses. We had had no food, 
water nor sleep since leaving Chinandega 
the night before and some of us were 
beginnin~ to get a little hungry. About 
five miles out of Somotillo my horse fell 
over and proceeded to die, and I had the 
pleasure of hiking the remaining miles 
feeling none too pugnacious. My saddle 
and equipment was taken care of by 
another member of our party. Two 
other members of the party soon had to 
dismount and lead or drag their horses 
the remainder of the way. Somotillo 
was finally reached; how nice. We 
then chased the nearly-naked washwomen 
out of the only water hole and drank 
deep. We still had four or five cans of 
“willie” and beans and that was re- 
inforced with tortillas (pronounced 
tor-tee-as). All this went down as if 
by magic and everyone admitted we felt 
better. Back we went and chased the 
dusky maidens out of the water sole 
again and went swimming.

The 
town was also filled with a large number 
of cripples who were wounded in the 
fighting between the revolutionists and 
the federals. 

At present there isn’t much for the 
Marines to do except to stand by in case 
anything should happen, and be ready to 
protect the lives of our citizens. 

We are anchored outside the estuary 
of the Grijalva River, and pass our time 
with sightseeing and loading drills in 
addition to performing some odd jobs in 
the Marine compartment whenever the 
police sergeant takes a notion to call a 
general field day. Three times a week 
the motor sailers take liberty parties 
ashore where we revel in drinking 
Anheuser-Busch (near) beer. The U. S 
Marines are as welcome as kings with 
the Spanish folks down here and the 
price of things has _ risen noticeably 
since our arrival. The famous banana 
song which was originated in Tinpan 
Alley certainly does not apply down here 
for every boat is loaded with bananas 
and cocoanuts, and other varieties of 
fruit. A Honduran banana boat takes 
our mail to the States and returns with 
mail from the States about twice a 
month. 

The ship is fast being converted into 
a menagerie. A great many of our 
green plumaged pets, parrots, paro- 
queets, and macaws are rapidly learning 
the English language. At any rate, the 
sea-going language is taking with them. 
Honey bears and ant-eaters find that the 
fo’e’sle is the only safe place for them 
and we have no trouble in making them 
stay there. “Tex” Rhodes makes an ex- 
ception with his pets and keeps them in 
his locker. But then, a pet snake, or 
rather, two pet snakes would not be safe 
if not kept in a locker. They might get 
excited and crawl] through the scuppers 
and drown. Several of the boys have

OKEY’S MARINE DETACHMENT 


This, no doubt comes as a surprise to 
the Marines as there has been very little 
news in THE LEATHERNECK of the Battle 
Fleet or the Marine Detachment on 
board the U. S. S. Oklahoma.

The members of this team were 
instrumental in helping the “Okey” win 
the Small Arms Trophy for the Fleet 
last year. 

The Marines are well represented in 
the ship’s Basketball Team, having three 
men from the guard playing on the regu- 
lar team. 

The ship’s Football Team boasts of 
having “Bulkhead” Sitts of the Marine 
Guard playing guard. Sitts was for- 
merly on the Walla Walla, Wash., High 
School Team. 

Most of the men are taking courses 
from the M. C. I. and we expect to turn 
out some intelligent business men in the 
future. A few of the boys are anxious 
to enroll in courses of Undertaking and

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PITTSBURGH BACK IN 
FRENCH PORT 


U. S. S. 


Cherbourge, France.—The U. S. S. 
Pittsburgh after leaving Gibraltar pro- 
ceeded to Cadiz, Spain. At this port the 
Marine Guard visited the grave of Ad- 
miral Cervera, the Spanish officer who 
displayed his manly courage during the 
Spanish-American War. A bull fight 
was given in honor of the officers and 
men of the Pittsburgh at San Fernando 
and immediately after this affair was 
over, the ship again shoved off for Pavil- 
lac, France, which is very near to Bor- 
deaux, the home of France’s famous 
wines. 

After a short stay in Pavillac we 
shoved off for Brest and visited our old 
friends of other days who never returned 
to their homes after the war. We also 
visited Camp Pontanezen, the famous 
camp built by Gen. Smedley D. Butler 
during the war, Napoleon’s Barracks, 
and the Castle and fortress built in the 
second century. 

Upon leaving Brest a few days later 
the ship proceeded to Gravesend, Eng- 
land, which is only a short run by tram 
from London and a still shorter distance 
from Chatham. In London the Marines 
visited the St. James Park where the 
Royal Guards are relieved from duty 
and mounted on guard. However, this 
detachment of Royal Guards cannot sur- 
pass the Marines although they are a 
well drilled and disciplined soldiery. An- 
other interesting visit was Westminster 
Abbey where we paid tribute to our 
Comrade in Arms, “The Unknown War- 
rior of Great Britain.” Among other 
places which were visited in London were 
St. Paul’s, The Tower, and Buckingham 
Palace. 

A great many attended the exhibition 
at Wembley and while there it was the 
good fortune of many to see H. M. 
George V. and H. M. Queen Mary. On 
the following day most of the guard at- 
tended the English Derby at Epsom 
Downs and were highly pleased with the 
showing made by most of the entries. 
This was probably the most thrilling af- 
fair to take place during the stay of the 
Pittsburgh in England. 

Tiring of the sights of England and 
ever eager to be on the move the ship 
shoved off for Cardiff, Wales, where 
everyone on board was regally enter- 
tained by the people. The Lord-Mayor 
of Cardiff presented a beautiful bouquet 
to the men and with fights and other ex- 
citing entertainment all hands admitted 
having a fine time. 

Leaving Cardiff the Pittsburgh then 
went to Cherbourge, France, which is 
only five hours away from Paris. While 
at Cherbourge the Harding made port 
with members of the Olympic Teams on 
board and all hands accorded them a 
royal welcome.

OPERATIONS OF THE BONUS AC- 
TIVITY AT MARINE CORPS 
HEADQUATRTERS

Bonus Section Headquarters, Marine 
Corps 

The work of carrying out the provis- 
ions of the World War Compensation 
Act, in acting upon applications for bo- 
nus, was begun at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters on July 7, 1924. 

Applications had been coming in 
slowly since May 29, 1924, many pre- 
pared on blanks furnished by some of the 
leading newspapers; it was necessary 
that these be allowed to accumulate tem- 
porarily until printed acknowledgment 
forms and other equipment became avail- 
able. 

With 2,827 applications on hand, a 
force of seven experienced civil and en- 
listed clerks, and 20 temporary civil 
service employees, the operations started. 
Brig. Gen. Rufus H. Lane, Adjutant and 
Inspector; Lieut. Col. E. R. Beadle, As- 
sistant Adjutant and Inspector, and Maj. 
D. M. Randall, Assistant Adjutant and 
Inspector, and officer assigned to direct 
the bonus activity, were present. 

The Adjusted Compensation Section, 
though working as a separate activity, 
is part of the Marine Corps Records Di- 
vision, and in immediate charge of Mr. 
Troy A. Nubson, Chief of Records Di- 
vision. 

Plans cover the entire activity, from 
the receipt of the application at Marine 
Corps Headquarters, into numbering, ac- 
knowledgment, fingerprint ideatification, 
determination of eligibility, abstracting 
of bonus history, computation, typing of 
certificates, checking of history, compu- 
tation and certificate, and a last final 
check with an adding machine especially 
adapted to the purpose. The certificate 
is then ready to be registered, and a no- 
tice of certification to be sent to the ap- 
plicant, after which the certificate, with 
the application attached, is routed for 
signature. It is then ready to be sent to 
the Director, United States Veterans’ 
Bureau, in whose hands rests the respon- 
sibility of extending to veterans the bene- 
fits of the Adjusted Compensation Act, 
largely in the form of insurance policies, 
and in other instances by cash payments. 
All mail for the Veterans’ Bureau is to 
be placed in a special mail pouch, pad- 
locked before it leaves Headquarters, and 
opened by a representative of the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau upon its receipt. Every 
precaution is to be taken in order to 
preserve from mutilation or loss, any 
application or signed certificate. 

Providing the applications come in 
with sufficient promptness it is expected 
that the bulk of the work will be com- 
pleted by December 31, 1924. 

A delay has been experienced in car- 
rying out the certification of eligibles, as 
the question of just what constitutes 
“active service” is still to be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy and the 
Secretary of War. However, the prelim- 
inary stages of the operation are being 
carried out, and the force is rapidly 
catching up with accumulated applica- 
tions, and it is anticipated that by the 


The Scouting Fleet Supplement of the 
Training Station News published at 
Hampton Roads, Va., contains a very 
interesting account of a Naval Landing 
Force. This account in brief tells how 
men are trained for landing parties and 
how landing forces are landed and oper- 
ated. It also relates of several Naval 
battles that have gone down in history 
in which the landing forces of the ships 
were effective. 

At the present time a landing force 
from the Scouting Fleet is maneuvering 
at Hampton Roads, Va. These men were 
put ashore from the Wyoming, New 
York, Texas and Arkansas in order to 
make room for the Midshipmen. 

The article further states that drilling 
ashore in times of peace may become 
monotonous but competition has been 
stirred up and a keen rivalry prevails. 

Another article from the same sup- 
plement gives an account of how our 
American sailors are in one way, am- 
bassadors of the United States. The 
U. S. Navy sends its destroyers into va- 
rious foreign ports for the purpose of 
advertising this country abroad and to 
protect our citizens. These destroyers 
receive visitors from the ports where 
they anchor and it is exigent that Amer- 
ican sailormen create a good impression 
and show that we are a friendly and re- 
spectable nation. 

The Training Station News also wel- 
comes a large number of officers and men 
who have recently returned to the U. S. 
A. after a cruise in China. Some of 
these men are content with shore jobs, 
others are leaving the service to take 
up the duties of civil life, and others are 
anxious to go aboard another ship, but 
all are cognizant with the fact that they 
have learned a great deal while in the 
Celestial Empire with the guardians of 
Uncle Sam’s interests.

The annual United Services of New 
England Matches, held at Wakefield, 
Mass., under the direction of Maj. Gen. 
W. E. Lombard, M. N. G. (retired), 
will begin on the 17th of August this 
year. The Marine detachment of mark- 
ers and scorers for these matches, under 
the command of Major Wirgman, who 
was specially requested for this duty by 
General Lombard, will report at Wake- 
field on the 16th of August. From 
Wakefiled this same detachment will, in 
all probability, go to Sea Girt, N. J., for 
duty in connection with the State 
matches to be held there from August 
28 to September 6, and from Sea Girt it 
will go to Camp Perry, Ohio, where it 
will be reinforced by 150 men, 100 from 
Quantico, Va., and 50 from the Marine 
Barracks, Washington, D. C., for duty 
in connection with the National matches 
held there from September 15 to October 
2. The detachment will arrive at Camp 
Perry about the 10th of September. 


While plans are being made for this 
year’s shooting matches and after learn- 
ing of the success of our shooters at the 
Olympics it is very interesting and grati- 
fying to look over the results of last 
year’s shooting program. During the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1924, 15,380 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps fired 
the rifle for qualification. Of this num- 
ber 3,141 qualified as expert riflemen, 
3,749 as sharpshooters, and 6,172 as 
marksmen, making a total of 13,062 
qualified, or 85 per cent of the total num- 
ber of men firing. This number repre- 
sents 67 per cent of the average strength 
of the Marine Corps for the fiscal year, 
and the per cent qualified is 5 per cent 
over that of the last fiscal year, and the 
ratio of those qualifying as expert is 
higher than last year also. 

In the same period 7,589 enlisted men 
in the Marine Corps fired the pistol for 
qualification; of this number 718 quali- 
fied as expert, 1,558 as sharpshooter, and 
2,270 as marksmen, making a total of 
4,546 qualified, or 60 per cent of the to- 
tal number of men firing.

Playing their last game at Oriole 
Park, Baltimore, Md., in which they de- 
feated the Municipal A. A. by a score 
of 19 to 0, the Post Baseball team of 
Quantico, Va., closed their 1924 season 
today (July 19).
